By this time the tugboat was puffing 


away ahead of us, when suddenly we heard 
a splash, and looking around saw the cap- 
taiu and his crew all swimming for the 
shore for dear life. From this out we were 
iiDinolojtteil, and, after a few hours' sail. 1 
had my hardly earned prize safely secured 
at the wharf beyond the reach of the pirate 
captain and her piratical crew, with the 
"queen's broad arrow" fastened to her 
most.—Commercial Bulletin.

Four-fifths of the engines now working 


in the world have been constructed during 
the last twenty-live years. France owns 
47,51)0 stationary engines, 7,000 locomotives 
and l,8JO.steamhoatcngines. Germany has 
10,000 locomotives of all kinds, 50,000 sta- 
tjnn«.^- on^inco ««a ijuncia mm i, aw snip 
and steamboat engines. Austria has 12,- 
000 stationary engines and 8,800 locomo- 
tives. 


The force equivalent to the working 


power steam engines represent: In the 
United States, 7,500,000 horse power; in 
Kngland, 7,000,000 horse power; in France, 
3,000,000 horse power; in Austria, 1,500,000 
horse power, and in Germany, 4,500,000 
horse power. In these figures the motive 
power of locomotive engines is not in- 
cluded, whose number in all the world at 
the beginning of 1890 was 105,000, repre- 
sentiiiK a total of between 5,1100,000 and 
7,000,000 horse power; for the sake of con- 
venience we will say 0,000,000 horse power, 
which, added to the other powers enumer- 
ated above, gives us a total of 49,000,000 
horse power for the world.—St. Louis R«- 
public.

A Colorado Canyon Outfit.

New Paving Experiment!. 


Among the recent experiments in paving 


Is the combination of cedar blocks and 
cobble stones. The single horso car track 
in the center of the street is paved with 
cobble stones. A width of about eight feet 
on either side is paved with cedar blocks 
and the rest of the way to the curb is paved 
wltfi cobble stones. This gives a pavement 
which has some excellent points. 


Its disadvantages are that the wood pav- 


ing shows a tendency to wear in rnts, as 
the vehicles run ao nearly in one track. 
Well laid cedar block paving in Detroit 
lasts eight or ten years, and on some streets 
even fifteen or twenty years. It is gener- 
ally laid on sand, with sand brushed be- 
tween the blocks. A pavement that is 
much more even, but which costs consid- 
erably more, is made by laying tho cedar 
blocks on concrete, with a cushion of sand 
between and filling with coal tar between 
the blocks. Asphalt is now finding much 
favor in the replacing of cedar blocks on 
streets of heavy traffic.—Boston Herald.

The annual mortality is now about 30 


per 1,000, but one-third of these death* are 
duo to preventable causes; the birth rate 
la much greater than the death rate, while 
the death rale of children under 5 has been 
greatly reduced, but still Is 27 per 100. 
Even in the city proper 18 per cent, of the 
inhabitants—a proportion that should be 
much greater still—live to the age of 70;

The raiiroad capital of the world is esti- 


mated al 129,000,000,000.

Test of Quickness In Fencing. 


A very Interesting method of testing the 


quickness of n sword thrust consists in 
photo-chronographic measurement. 
The 


movement of the foil point is too quick to 
be measured by the eye, but by the aid of 
the phofco-chronographic apparatus it can 
be plainly shown. The fencer is dressed in 
white, placed in front of a black back- 
ground, the foil is chalked and a metallic 
"spangle" is fastened to the tip by wax. 
The photo-chronographio machine being 
set in rotation, the trajectory of the tip of 
the foil during the movement of the 
fencer is shown by a series of dots. 


As two successive images are one-fif- 


teenth of a second apart in time, it follows 
that by counting these images the entire 
time occupied from the beginning to the 
end of the movement can be determined. 
In a recent test it was found that the 
stroke occupied a little less thin four- 
tenths of a second. By this means two 
swordsmen can be compared, and their 
relative quickness easily and exactly de- 
termined.—New York Commercial Adver- 
tiser. 


Orer 4O.OOO Hotels In the Country. 
Does any one dispute my assertion that 


there are 40,000 hotels in this country? I 
have only to point out to you that there 
are over 60,000 postofflces enumerated in 
the official directory by the authority of 
the government, and as every one knows 
there is never a postofflce anywhere but a 
hotel is n nearby and necessary adjunct, 
and as there are many hotels in great cities 
where there is but one postoffice it is rea- 
gonable to conclude that there are as many 
hotels as postofflces in the United States. 
Therefore I maintain that my estimate of 
40,000 hotels is considerably below a rea- 
sonable estimate.—Hotel Register.

ARMY AND NAVY NOTES. 


Germany boasts tlie healthiest army in 


Europe. Belgium is second best and Eng- 
land comes in third. 


The working of the mortar on the new 


cast steel carriage at Sandy Hook has been 
found very satisfactory. 


A recent paper by Lieut. Pullman has 


raised a lively controversy in naval circles 
over the question as to whether it is better 
to retain the marines or to abolish them. 


Tlie imperial German marine staff for 


1891-92 will require the enlistment of 400 
men annually against 300 ns heretofore. The 
usual yearly increase of fifteen officers will 
lu* amit.t.<ui. 


The cruiser Atlanta has recently been 


placed in dry dock at the Norfolk navy 
yard. The vessel lias need of only minor 
repairs. She could be sent to sea on a few 
days' notice. 


From a comparison of the registers of 


measurements made for army purposes it 
appears that American soldiers arc, on the 
wliolp, as well developed as those who fill 
the ranks of European armies. 


It has been proposed to make the upper 


half of war balloons of very thin steel anc 
the lower portion of ordinary balloon ma- 
terial, the whole so constructed as to hold 
hydrogen instead of ordinary gas. 


The English army is to have a new ball 


cartridge for the magazine rifle. It has 
been found that the lead core of the old 
pattern bullet has been often driven 
through the envelope in which it was in- 
cased. 


The German army is so badly provided
